That Country's Water Power Is So Lit­ 
tle Used Is a Reflection on Citi­ 
zens' Intelligence. 


Ti tin* early days of this ovum try th* 
grist mill was built where there was 
water power, and iii time other Indus- 
tries also located then* for tin* same 
reason, ll. ll. Windsor writes in Popu­ 
lar Mechanics Magazine. 
Many of **ur 
largest 
manufacturing 
cities 
have 
grown up around these grist mills. But 
many of tin* best water powers were 
-o Inaccessible, ami the surrounding 
w »u ii try so unfit for agriculture, that 
in* mills and towns haw* ever taken 
advantage of the cheapest mill power 
known. 
Today, thanks to the electric motor, 
transmission lines, and high voltage, 
the factory nu,J locate convenient to 
transportation and labor, .md have the 
water power brought to it. 
Every 24 hours there goes to waste 
unused water power equivalent to the 
coni energy of 1,000,000 tons, or 305,- 
000,000 i**ns each year. At a low aver­ 
il:*' of present prices this waste repre­ 
sents $2,000,000,000 yearly. 
Switzerland gets ber coal from Ger­ 
many. 
This year tin* supply Is only 
two thirds of requirements, yet Swit­ 
zerland will pay Germany over $4,000,- 
000.000 for coal. 
At the present mo­ 
ment there are undeveloped water pow­ 
ers in Switzerland amounting ti* 8.300,- 
(mo horse power which, with .326,000 
horse power already harnessed, would 
make Switzerland almost Independent 
of outside coal supply. 
Our own unused water powers remain 
undeveloped because tin* restrictions 
our government demands do not appeal 
to private enterprise, which naturally 
Is reluctant to Invest vast sums under 


i i franchise which may In* terminated 
at any time. With the finn ne! it I burdens 
w it ti 
which 
our 
government 
will 
emerge from this war. It will doubtless 
bi* years before c o n g re s s would feel 
Justified iii appropriating tin* money 
necessary to muko this development. 
it Would seem wise, therefore, rather 
than walt an Indefinite number of 
yearn, that i i franchise of say TSI years 
should he granted, with privilege of 
taking over tti** properties ut the end 
of that time on some basis of valuation 
fair to govern i*int and owners.
